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Reasons for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 3-6, 8, and 10- 
22 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification (i.e. 
substitute specification filed 12/10/2007), as per MPEP § 2111.01, In re Sneed , 710 F.2d 1544, 
1548, 218 USPQ 385 (Fed. Cir. 1983), none of the references of record alone or in combination 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in the independent claims. 

The Applicant claims a system for controlling an electromechanical device (as defined at 
page 24 paragraph [0061]). The system includes a network, a first computer coupled to the 
network, the first computer executing a web browser representing a graphical control panel, the 
graphical control panel capable of receiving a command request from a first user (as defined at 
page 34 paragraphs [0088] and [0089]), a second computer coupled to the network and a wireless 
transmitter, the second computer executing a software module capable of receiving the command 
request and sending the command request through the wireless transmitter; an electromechanical 
device for entertainment capable of receiving the command request from the wireless transmitter 
(as defined at page 33 paragraph [0086], FIG. 4, FIG. 5, page 35 paragraphs [0091] and [0092]). 
The first user uses the graphical control panel on the first computer to send the command request 
over the network to the second computer (as defined at page 40 paragraphs [0109], [0110], 
[0112], and page 42 paragraph [0122]). After received the command request, the second 
computer wirelessly transmits the command request to the electromechanical device to entertain 
a second user (as defined at page 44 paragraphs [0130]-[0134] and page 45 paragraphs [0135] 
[0136]). The web browser that executed on the first computer displays an animated 
representation of the electromechanical device, the animated representation mimicking the 
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physical operation of the electromechanical device (as defined at paragraphs [0060], [0062], 
[0068] numeral 7, [0114], [0115], and [0122] numeral 7), as specified in claim 3 and similarly to 
the stimulation device (as defined at page 18 paragraphs [0045] and page 44 paragraph [0133]) 
as specified in claim 18, and a method for controlling an entertainment device (as defined at page 
18 paragraphs [0045] and page 44 paragraph [0133]) as specified in claim 21.
